of, and Attend the Execution of this His Royal Pleaſure, and to give Inkozmation to the Loꝛds 


and others of the Pꝛivy⸗council, of the Delinquents, that they be pzoceeded againſt , and receive 
Punilhment accozding to their Demerits. |
